Bonn Free to Establish 
Satellite Ties, U.S. Says 


WASHINGTON (AP)—If West 
Germany wishes to establisn 
relations with the Communist 
countries of Eastern Europe, 
the United States sees no 
reason to object, 

This was announced at the 
State Department Wednesday 
ag the American position while 
the Government of Chancellor 
Konrad Adenauer was weigh- 
ing the pros and cons of rela- 
tions with the satellite regimes. | 

U.S. officials in discussing the | 
problem are quick to emphasize , 
that the West Germans alone 
must make the decision on the 
basis of what would best serve 
their interests. 


But many would favor having 
West. Germany represented 
diplomatically in the satellite 
countries, They say the more 
Western contacts there were 
with Iron Curtain countries the 
better it would be, 

Some. doubt whether Russia 


would permit the _ satellite 
governments to have relations 
with West Germany, but others

The House of Representatives 
Audit Committee has been 
investigating the charges, which 
were hurled by Socialists and 
some members of the Libera'- 
Democratic Party, 

Akagi said he would testify at 
a meeting of the committee 
tomorrow and would “wipe out 
any suspicion” surrounding the 
selection, 


Grumman Said Best 

Sadamu Sanagi, chief of the 
Defense Agency Air Staff, yes- 
terday said the Grumman 
Super Tiger was selected over 
the Lockheed Starfighter as 
Japan’s prime jet fighter be- 
cause of its safety and economy 
features, 

Speaking before the House of 
Councillors Cabinet Committee, 
Sanagi said the Grumman’s 
high degree of safety was 
proved by extensive test flights 
in the United States. 

He said that Lockheed Star- 
fighter, which was adopted by 
the U.S. Air Force last January, 
has been involved in many ac- 
cidents.

STOCKHOLM {AP) — Boris 
Pasternak, the first literary 
Nobel laureate of Soviet Russia, 
might also be

Interviewed bv the leading 
Swedish literary magazine, he 
said, at his home outsidé Mos- 
cow that the Communists de- 
mand “so little” of vou. 

“You should just hate what 
vou like and like what you 
hate.” 

Pasternak told the inter- 
viewer, Dr, Nils Ake Nilsson, 
head of the Russian Inct.tute of

So it 
was in the middie ages and the 
Jesuits always played on this. 
Yury (Zhivago) could not bear 
the political mysticism of the 
Soviet intelligentsia.”

It struck some of them as 
deeply significant that a Soviet 
writer should finally appear .as 
the superior critic of the Com- 
munist rule in his own country.

U.S. Confirms 
Red Snub on 
Mindszenty 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
United States said Wednesday 
night it will continue to give 
refuge to Joseph Cardinal Minds- 
zenty at the American Legation 
in Budapest despite Hungary's 
refusal to allow him to leave 
the country. 


The State Department at the 
same time described as “rather 


surprising” Hungary’s charge 
that the U.S. was interfering in 
internal Hungarian affairs by 


protecting the cardinal. 

A spokesman confirmed that 
the Hungarian regime has re- 
jected a formal American plea 
that Mindszenty be allowed to 
go to Rome to join in the selec 
tion of a new Pope. 


Press Office Lincoln White, in 
commenting on the Radio Buda- 

est disclosure, told a news 
conference: 

“The United States, acting at 
the express desire of the sacred 
college of Cardinals, requested 
the Hungarian Government to 
grant Cardinal Mindszenty safe 
conduct to attend the conciave 
of the sacred college of Cardi- 
nals to participate in the elec- 
tion of the Pope. “The Hungar- 
jan rejection of this request has 
just been received.” 

White said asylum was grant- 
ed to him because “he faced im- 
prisonment or death should he 
fall into the hands of Soviet or 
Hungarian Communist authorl- 
ties.” 


Vatican Regrets

ATOMIC TEST SITE, Nev. 
(AP)—The fast-moving nuclear 
weapon test series leaps right 
back into action Thursday with 
another blast scheduled, Three 
shots boomed off Wednesday in 
a record spurt of activity. 


Thursday's test, set for 4 p.m. 
(9 a.m. JST, Friday), is to be 
fired from beneath a balloon 
anchored at 1,000 feet. It in- 
volves an atomic weapon with 
less power than 10,000 tons of 
TNT. That's a small one to the 
Atomic Energy Commission. 


Another shot is scheduled for 
Friday but its nature has not 
been announced, 


All three blasts Wednesday 
were fired from balloons. It 
was the first time the AEC had 
set off three full-scale tests in 
one day. They were. detonated 
between 5:30 a.m. and 3:40 p.m, 


‘Powerful One’

Hans Kann’s farewell pian» 
recital on Saturday evening in 
Kyoritsu Hall opened and closed 
with music by Bach. The dem- 
onstrative audience, who warm- 
lv saluted this Austrian pianist- 
teacher on the eve of return- 
ing to his homeland, accept- 
ed the serene “Jesu, Joy of 
Man's Desiring,” offered as a 
final encore, as a symbolic ges- 
ture of saying adieu from bo‘*h 
sides of the stage. 

Bach set the tone for the en- 
tire evening’s proceedings, Mr. 
Kann’s playing, beyond all the 
other pianistic felicities which 
studded his whole program, im- 
pressed most in its intimate and 
unassuming approach, almost as 
if he were taking leave of a 
small group of intimate friends 
at home rather than of a large 
audience of admirers in a public 
hall. 

The whole program, of course, 
was designed to reveal the range 
of Mr. Xann’s pianism and h‘s 


musical sympathies. Beetho- 
ven'’s “Moonlight” Sonata stood 


as centerpiece, flanked by an as- 
sortinent of six of the two-part 
Inventions of Bach and Bartok’'s 
Improvisations on Hungarian 
Peasant Songs, on one aide, and 
music by Hrahms, Schumann, 
and Liszt on the other.

Colombo Plan

Indian 
representatives said they were 
confident that the revised goals 
of the program could now be 
met, 


Malayan Bank Plan 
SEATTLE (AP)—Malaya’s 
representative at the Colombo 
Plan economic conference here 
said Wednesday formation of a 
new Malayan Central Bank 
early next year’ will cushion 
price drops in the country’s 
major exports—rubber and tin. 
Paul Ratchaga, assistant sec- 
retary of Malaya’s Economic 
Secretariat, said the new bank 
“won't wipe out all fluctuations 
but it will absorb some of the 
shock and help maintain some 
of the stability of our economy.” 
The Malayan situation is 
under scrutiny in a closed sub- 
committee meeting of the 18- 
nation Colombo Plan. Members 
cooperate in the economic de- 
velopment of South and South- 
east Asia. 

Malaya produces one-half of 
the world’s natural rubber and 
one-third of its tin. 

Recent Russian dumping of 
tin on the European market has 
se..t prices of the metal tum- 
bling with adverse effects on 
both Malaya and Indonesia, 

Some economists here con- 
sider the Soviet dumpihg is 
aimed at weakening democracy 
in the two underdeveloped 
Asian countries, ‘ 

Malaya was doubly hit when 
the U.S. recession caused a cut- 
back this year in American 
buying ,of natural rubber. 
Seasonal fluctuations of two to 
three cents a pound in the prices 
,; of rubber can cause Malaya’s 
income from exports to rise or 
fall $50 million each year. 

Reduced income this year 
forced Malaya to halt all new 
development projects except 
those being financed by loans 
from the United States and the 
World Bank. 

Ratchaga said 
view that the creation of the 
central bank shortly after 
January 1959, would mark a 
historic step forward for the 
country. It would enable the 
wovernment to expand or con- 
tract credit facilities and thus 
help counteract sudden price 
changes. 

Ratchaga said that when 
Malaya’s new dollars began to 
circulate they would be re- 
leased gradually to avoid any 
possible black market or flights 
of capital.

Three Loans, 
Sources Say 


WASHINGTON  (Kyodo-Reu- 
ter)—The World Bank, main- 
taining its heavy lending pro- 
gram in Asia, is expected to 
make three major power loans 
to Japan within the next six 
months, informed sources said 
‘hursday, 


These projected loans to aid 
in hydro-electric power develop- 
ment would total between $60 
million and $100 million, it was 
Stated, 

Although the World Bank has 
made no official announcement, 
its lending in Asia just recently 
overtook the total of loan com- 
mitments made to European 
countries, 


By Sept. 30 this year, the bank 
had made net loans totaling $4,- 
021 million since it began opera- 
tions in 1946, and of this total 
$1,195 million had gone to Asian 
nations and $1,186 million to 
Europe. 

Latin America received $805 
million, Africa $518 million and 
the remainder went to Australia. 


The current assistance for 
Japanese developmental projects 
is in line with a statement made 
last year by Eugene Black, pre- 
sident of the bank, who agreed 
that the world financial institu- 
tion might make loans to Ja- 
pan totalling $300 million over 
a two-year period. 

As of Sept. 30, the total of 
bank len ling In Japan stood at 
$244 million and practically all 


of this went to aid steel and 
power projects. 
The three-power loans now 


under cansideration are still at 
the stage where technical 
ports on the projects are under 
study, but reliable sources said 
they expected that at least one 
of the loans would be signed be- 
fore the end of December. 


Plan to Buy British 
Reactor Reaffirmed 


By The Associated Press 

The Japan Atomic Power Co. 
said yesterday it intends to 
sign a contract with a British 
firm bv next spring to purchase 
its first atomic power reactor. 

A spokesman said the com- 
pany, made up of representa- 
tives of nine power firms, is 
“still sticking to its original 
plan to buy the British-made 
Calder Hall reactor. Purchasing 
another type reactor is not in 
mind at the present stage.” 

Three British firms—General 
Electric, Associated Electric and 
English Electric com panies—are 
negotiating with the Japanese 
company in Tokyo. 

One will be picked after the 
present negotiations are com- 
pleted. Cost estimates submitted 
by the British firms are aiso a 
main factor for selection, the 
spokesman said. 

The British firms submitted 
their own estimates before the 
negotiations started. The spokes- 
man said the estimates have not 
been opened to avoid influenc- 
ing the talks.

The proposed cut would be 
the third reduction in the Bank 
of Japan's official rate since last 
June 18 when the rate was cut 
by ¥0.002 per Y100 per diem.

According to informants, 
Sato sees no particular need of 
carrving out the third rate cut 
at present, as the call money 
rate has come down due to the 
past two reductions.

At Wednesday's meeting, the 
Americans claimed, on the basis 
of their survey, that a fairly 
large number of red salmon 
spawned in American waters 
cross the demarcation line, set 
at 175 degrees W.. longitude, 
into waters for Japanese ope- 
rations.

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United Nations Anniversary 

Today is the 13th anniversary of the formal coming into 
existence of the United Nations. 

It was on October 24, 1945, that the requisite number 
of ratifications of the signature of the Charter were de- 
, posited with the United States Department of State and 
the international organization launched on its task of build- 
ing up a postwar world on the basis of peace and justice 


for all mankind. 


since then, the United Nations has had a good many 
ups and downs but on the whole it has acquitted itself with 
dignity and resolution although beset by difficulties similar 
to those with which its predecessor, the League of Nations. 


had to contend. 


powers whose motive forces 


Not only has it felt the pressures of the 
great powers but also those emanating from groups of 


. 


are derived from considera- 


lions outside the immediate purview of the organization. 
There is little doubt that the considerable amount of 
Success that the United Nations has achieved has been 
due largely to the indefatigable labors of its Secretaries 
General, first Mr. Trygve Lie of Norway and now Mr. Dag 


Hammarskjold of Sweden. 


The 


organization is indeed 


fortunate in being served by such able men who have 
never thought of sparing themselves in the long and ardu- 
ous Struggle for peaceful cooperation among the nations. 
The present Secretary General has traveled widely and 
visited many countries so that he might have firsthand 
information on details of what was happening. 

From time to time since its inauguration, various pro- 
posals have been made for changes in the Charter, especial- 
ly in connection with the veto in the Security Council, 
which the five permanent members, Nationalist China. 
France, Soviet Russia, the United Kingdom and the United 
States enjoy and which has been so frequently used by 


Moscow in its own supposed interests, 


however, have not received 


Charter remains as it was originally devised. 


Such proposals, 
sufficient support and the

and unheralded change has occurred, nevertheless, in that 
the General Assembly has assumed a larger and more im- 
portant role in the conduct of the organization's ‘affairs 
than was originally believed possible. 

In view of recent events, the United Nations has now 
to consider a demand for a standby armed force of its 
own which could be used whenever a serious threat to 
peace arose in any part of the world of such dimensions 
as to call for swift military action. 

Other prominent issues are connected with a ban on 
nuclear weapons and their testing and reduction of arma- 


ments of all kinds. 


Many persons believe that these latter issues cannot 


be separated and they look to 


the United Nations to bring 


them together in some form of international agreement 


that will have the assent of all nations. 


If this could 


be done it would be hailed as the crowning achievement of 
years of debate and struggle that the organization has 


passed through.

The crash of a big airliner is always news in the civil- 
ized parts of the world, because they are relatively rare 
and they are likely to involve a high number of human 


lives. 


No exception, certainly, was the crash of a Soviet 
TU104 jetliner the other day on its way from Peiping to 


Moscow.

handled the story seemed very strange to us. 
First, there was a full day’s delay before any report 


was broadcast. 


This small detail went unnoticed on this 


side of the Iron Curtain, however, so impressed were we 


by the issuance of any report at all.

The Historical Background 


Inadequacy of Int'l Law Spawned Concept of World Body 


This is the first in a series of 
articles by Kiyoaki Murata on the 
occasion of U.N..Day, Oct. 24, to 
discuss the background and some 
of the key aspects of the function 
of the world body.—Editor. 

Understanding the U.N. and 
what it is able and unable to 
do in today’s world presupposes 
several approaches, There is, 
for instance, the legal ap- 
proach—that of studying it in 
terms of the cold theories of 
law. On the other hand, there 
is what may be described as the 
“power politics” approach, 
which in its pure form inter- 
prets every action on the part 
of a component of the: world 
body as an indication of its 
quest for power, 

toth of these, of course, are 
theoretically possible extremes, 
and not to be construed as sug- 
gesting that any particular stu- 
dent of international politics or 
a foreign policy-maker of a state 
exclusively espouses either of 
the two. 

What should be done, in this 
writer's humble opinion, is to 
take into account all the varied 
approaches. For none of their 
bases, such as_ international 
law, historical background, or 
the power factor can be ignored. 


One thing to be emphasized 
in this aftempt, however, is 
that although legal and struc- 
tural analysis of the U.N. and 
its Charter is important, it alone 
contributes little to the real 
understanding of it unless the 
subject of the study is viewed 
in the political context in which 
it operates. 


That is to say, an interna- 
tional body, be it the U.N. or 


anything else, does not function 
in vacuum but in the realities 
of world politics where the mul- 
titudes of influencing factors, 
such as national interests, ideo- 
logies, geographical conditions, 
and the psychology of the peo- 
ples are brought into play. 
Basic Drive 


The theoretical, legalistic ap- 
proach is analogous to one's 
studying the blueprints of an 
aircraft and its engine. He may 
obtain some Knowledge about 
how it may function, but obvi- 
ously the real understanding of 
how the machine behaves can- 
not be attained until it is flown 
under varied circumstances—in 
fair weather, in a storm, against 
winds, and at varied altitudes 
and temperatures. 

The basic drive of mankind 
which has created the U.N. may 
be said to have its origin im the 
19th century. It was during this 
era that the modern states so- 
lidified their foundations, coupl- 
ed by, the growth of national. 
ism and the closer international 
contact prompted by technologi- 
cal progress. 

Prior to the dawn of the 19th 
century, the activities of these

The fundamental inadequacy 
of the system of international 
law to meet the problems of the 
19th century multistate world, 
however, lay in the fact that 
there was no system for en- 
forcement. This is where inter- 
national law, despite the seman- 
tic similarity, differs from muni- 
cipal law. When we compare 
the two with regard to the key 
requirements of a legal system, 
in fact, it becomes doubtful if 
the term “international law” in 
itself is not a misnomer. 

In the first place, in the in- 
stance of ‘municipal law, there 
is a legislative body to enact a 
law. It is enforced by the exe- 
cutive branch of a state, and its 


interpretation is conducted sepa- 
rately by the judiciary. 


But in the case of inter- 
national law, all these three ele- 
ments are lacking. Unlike 
municipal law, it does not ope- 
rate within a constitutional 
framework. 

It was against this kind of 


situation that the 19th century 
states sought to minimize con- 
flict in their mutual affairs 
through something else than the 
conventional international legal 
system. That is, the states 
themselves realized that the 
free-wheeling irresponsibility of 
the sovereign entities must be 
regulated by something less 
tenuous than international law. 
The new concept that arose in 
this milieu was that of inter- 
national organization. 
Peace Conference 


In its early phase the new 
development in_ international 
relations during the last century 
did not perhaps bespeak a con- 
scious effort on the part of the 
statesmen concerned. ‘The con- 
cept of international organiza- 
tion largely assumed the form 
of peace conferences among the 
nations which finished waging 
war. Notable among them was 
the Congress of Vienna of 1815, 
followed by similar conferences 
of Berlin, Paris, Utrecht, West- 
phalia, ete. 

With The Hague Conference, 
initially heid in 1899, the powers 
meeting together to discuss in- 
ternational problems, the new 
system seemed to have become 
somewhat established as in ins- 
titution. Followed by the sec- 
ond, in 1907, it became the 
father of the League of Nations, 
the first permanent system of 
international organization,

ARGENTINA: President Ar- 
turo Frondizi will keynote na- 
tionwide observances, highlight- 
ed by a large youth gathering 
at the Plaza Naciones Unides in 
Buenos Aires. 

AUSTRALIA: Television 
channels will carry a 20-second 
animated musical cartoon plug- 
ging the U.N.-Day theme of “Peo- 
ple Can Get Together.” Prime 
Minister Robert G. Menzies, gov- 
ernment officials and opposition 
leaders will take part in U.N- 
Day observances. 


BURMA: Burma Air Force 
planes will sprinkle Rangoon 
with U.N-Day leaflets while 


Rangoon Hall will house a giant 
U.N.Day meeting. Government 
leaders are expected to address 
the assembly. . The entire pro-
